PRESIDENT 


EDWARD BENNETT WILLIAMS is the senior partner in the Washington law 
firm of Williams & Connolly. A native of Hartford, Connecticut, he received his 
A.B. (summa cum laude) from Holy Cross College in 1941. After serving in the 
USAAF during World War II, he was graduated from Georgetown University 
Law School and was admitted to the Bar of the District of Columbia. 


In 1962, he was appointed to the Redskin Board of Directors by George Preston 
Marshall. He was named Executive Vice-President to Mr. Marshall in 1965 and 
President in 1966. He purchased the Baltimore Oriole baseball team November 
1, 1979 and serves as Chairman of the Board of the Orioles. 


Mr. Williams taught Criminal Law and Evidence at Georgetown Law School 
from 1946 to 1958, was guest professor of American Criminal Law at the Univer- 
sity of Frankfurt in West Germany in 1954, and in 1971 was visiting lecturer at 
Yale Law School where he taught Constitutional Litigation. He holds honorary 
degrees from eleven universities. 


He was Chairman of the American Bar Association Special Committee on 
Crime Prevention and Control in 1970-72. In 1966 the Bar Association of the 
District of Columbia presented him with its “Lawyer of the Year" award. He is a 
Fellow of the American College of Trial Lawyers, and was a member of its Board 
of Regents from 1968 through 1972. 


By appointment of the Chief Justice of the United States in March of 1965, he 
served on the United States Judicial Conference Advisory Committee on Federal 
Rules of Evidence until 1974, and from 1971 to 1974 on the Chief Justice's 
Committee on Court Facilities and Design. Since 1971 he has served as Chair- 
man of the Judicial Nominating Commission for the Sixth Judicial Circuit of 
Maryland. 


By appointment of President Ford, Mr. Williams served on the President's 
Foreign Intelligence Advisory Board in 1976 and 1977. In 1977 President Carter 
appointed him as a consultant to the National Security Agency. He is a past 
member of the President's Lawyers Committee on Civil Rights.. 


Mr. Williams served as Treasurer of the Democratic National Committee from 
1974 to 1977, has served as a general counsel of Georgetown University since 
1949, and is Chairman of the Board of Trustees of Holy Cross College. 


He is the author of the best seller, One Man’s Freedom, 1962. 


He is the father of seven children and is married to the former Agnes Anne 
Neill, who is also a graduate of Georgetown University Law School. They live in 
Potomac, Maryland. 
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BOBBY BEATHARD 


With 19 years of professional scouting to his credit, Bobby Beathard's drafting 
expertise with the Redskins over the past four years is beginning to pay 
dividends, 

The 45-year old has been extremely active, completing 37 transactions with 
19 of the NFL's 27 other clubs, Beathard’s trades have brought in 1981 starters 
Joe Washington, Tony Peters, Jeris White, Wilbur Jackson and Terry Metcalf. His 
draft success includes 16 players on the roster (of 32 possible picks), which is 
most impressive because he’s had only eight total picks in the first five rounds to 
work with. He’s utilized the free agent market as well, obtaining two-time Pro 
Bowl selectee Mike Nelms from Canada and an all-NFL rookie in Joe Jacoby, 
along with numerous key performers currently on the active roster. 

Beathard assumed his Redskin duties February 24, 1978, and was faced with 
no picks until the sixth round of the 1978 draft. He selected Pro Bow! kick 
returner Tony Green and used his second pick (round eight) to nab a starting 
middle linebacker, Don Hover. 

In Beathard’s second draft with the Redskins (1979), he was faced with an all- 
time NFL low of only five picks (rounds 4, 7, 9, 11 and 12). He selected three 
current starters in TE Don Warren and LB's Rich Milot and Monte Coleman, 
along with WR Kris Haines, still active in the NFL. 

In 1980, he had the luxury of the club’s first number one pick since 1968 and 
tabbed unanimous all-rookie WR Art Monk and followed with starting DE Mat 
Mendenhall in round two. With no third, fourth, or fifth round pick he took G 
Melvin Jones in round seven. The 1981 draft started with seven picks, ended 
with 12 players (10 reporting to 1982's camp) plus RB Joe Washington via a trade 
for the second pick.

Beathard's pro career began in 1963 with the Kansas City Chiefs as a part-time 
talent scout. In 1966, he moved to the AFL front-office headquarters working 
with Al Davis, and returned as a full-time Chiefs scout three months later. In 
1968, he moved to the Atlanta Falcons as a scout under Tom Braatz. In 1972, 
Beathard was named Director of Player Personnel of the Miami Dolphins. He 
came to the Redskins in 1978.

Born January 24, 1937, in Zanesville, Ohio, Bobby moved to El Segundo, CA, 
with his family at the age of four. As a sophomore at E] Segundo High, he joined 
the football team as a single-wing tailback, He attended Cal-Poly (San Luis 
Obispo) and became its starting quarterback and starting defensive back (1956- 
58) and had back-to-back 9-1 seasons. His roommate was current CBS sports 
analyst John Madden. Beathard signed as a Redskins free agent in 1959, compet- 
ing with Eddie LeBaron, Ralph Guglielmi and Eagle Day. Released, he also tried 
out with Minnesota before makinjg a final try in 1961 as a defensive back with 
the Chargers of the AFL. A dedicated runner, he logs 10-15 miles daily, compet- 
ing in numerous races from 10-26 miles and the past four Boston Marathons. 
Beathard and his wife, Christine, reside in Vienna, VA. He has four children: 
Kurt, 19 (at Cal Poly-San Luis Obispo); Jeff, 18; Casey, 16; and Jamie, 13. 
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JOE GIBBS 

One of the primary objectives Jack Kent Cooke and Bobby Beathard sought when 
they named Joe Gibbs as head coach was an exciting, attacking football team. 

“Joe appeals to me because of his obvious dedication to the game,” Cooke said. 
“And I believe his abilities match his ambitions. He's a pioneer in the game in as 
much as he recognized before others the perceptible change in the character of the 
game." The 1981 Redskins of Joe Gibbs entered 13 achievements, including a new 
total offense mark, into the club record books and came within five points of anew 
club scoring record. Undaunted by a hard-luck start which saw the Redskins drop 
their first five games, despite leading the entire NFL in total offense, Gibbs proceed- 
ed to rally his troops to an impressive 8-3 finish. Perhaps even more incredulous 
considering Washington's horrendous beginning is the fact the Redskins were in 
the playoff race until the final Sunday of the season. 

The Redskins faced the NFL's fifth toughest schedule and saw 30 players be 
placed on injured reserve over the course of Gibbs’ rookie campaign. 


* . * . * 

With 17 years coaching experience, Gibbs had solid credentials and recom- 
mendations from his associates. 

In 1964, as a graduate assistant under Don Coryell at San Diego State, Joe 
Gibbs embarked on a coaching career. He was offensive line coach when the 
1966 squad posted a perfect 11-0 record and in his three seasons under Coryell 
had a 27-4 mark. In 1967, he became offensive line coach for Bill Peterson at 
Florida State. In the two seasons there, the Seminoles were 15-4-2 with two bow! 
bids. Southern California Coach John McKay brought Gibbs in as offensive line 
coach in 1969, on a team that would finish undefeated and win the Rose Bowl. In 
1971 and '72, Gibbs served as offensive line coach under Arkansas Coach Frank 
Broyles, and the Razorbacks compiled a 14-8-1 mark those two years. 

The NFL and Don Coryell welcomed Gibbs in 1973 when he was hired as 
offensive backfield coach for the St. Louis Cardinals. In those five seasons in the 
NEC East, the Cardinals won two division titles and posted a 42-27-1 mark. The 
1976 unit led the NFC in total offense. 

In 1978, John McKay, now head coach of the Tampa Bay Buccaneers, hired 
Glbbs as offensive coordinator, In 1979, Coryell brought Gibbs to San Diego to be 
offensive coordinator. In the two seasons that Gibbs was calling the plays from 
the press box, the Chargers established NFL records for total offense (6,410 
yards) and passing offense (4, 715 yards) as they won two AFC Wes titles, 


Born Navariber 255 1940, in Mocksville, NC, the oldest son of the Sheriff of 
Davie County, Joe Jackson Gibbs moved with his family to Santa Fe Springs, CA, 
in 1954. As a ninth grader, he signed up for his first football team at Santa Fe 
Springs High, where he played quarterback, tight end and linebacker. After a 
stint at Cerritos Junior College, he played three seasons under Don Coryell at San 
Diego State (1961-63) as a tight end, and linebacker for teams that posted a 22-6- 
1 mark, He earned his masters degree in physical education while he worked on 
Coryell’s staff at San Diego State. A racquetball enthusiast, Gibbs was a 1976 
national champion (35-over) and was ranked second in that category in 1977. He 
has also been active in church programs, prison programs and numerous youth 
activities in his free time. 

Gibbs and his wife, Patricia Escobar, have two sons, Jason Dean, 13; and Coy 
Randle, 9; and reside in Vienna, VA.

He 
established a club record for pass completions (293) and was second all-time for 
season passing yards (3,568) and attempts (496). The starter for all 16 games, Joe 
has missed the starting whistle only three times in the past 64 games. Joe had 
three 300-yard passing games (personal best 388 vs St. Louis) and three more 
games over 250 yards. In 10 of the 16 games, Joe completed over 60 per cent of 
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his passes and had a four-touchdown passing day vs the Cardinals. His 27 
completions vs the Giants were a personal best and he had seven games with 20 
or more completions. 


Career Stats: The third most prolific passer in Redskin history (14,294), Joe 
trails only Sonny Jurgensen and Sammy Baugh. Joe is the only Redskin quarter- 
back to ever run for over 1,000 yards (1,002). He’s had six games of 300 yards 
passing, two games with four touchdowns passing, five games with three touch- 
downs passing, and six games completing over 70 per cent of his passes. He has 
finished in the top five NFC quarterback ratings for three consecutive seasons 
and has a career rating of 72.1. 


Pro Career: [n 1971, Joe bypassed the Miami Dolphins offer as their fourth pick 
and opted for the Toronto Argonauts of the Canadian Football League. He led the 
Argonauts to the Championship Game his first year, passing for 2,440 yards and 
running for 564 yards. In three CFL years, Joe hit 56 per cent of his passes for 
6,093 yards, 40 touchdowns, while running for 1,054 yards. He also punted 
three times for 182 yards and kicked one conversion, 

The Redskins obtained Joe's NFL rights in 1974 from the Dolphins. His rookie 
Redskin season saw him hit 9-11 passes for 145 yards, return 15 punts for 157 
yards (10.5 average), and rush three times for 12 yards and a touchdown. Joe's 
first NFL touchdown pass was completed to Charley Taylor against the Chicago 
Bears in the 1974 season finale. 

Joe's first NFL start came in week five of the 1976 campaign against the Kansas 
City Chiefs at RFK Stadium.

The winner of the two conferences meet in the NFL title game—The Super Bowl. 
An additional wild card team from each conference was added in 1978.
